The sinking of a pilot-boat and her yawl by
the steamship Alaska is a remarkable accident
as well as a sad one, According to some ob-
gervers, it is the first of ita kind on record.
Pilots, all the world over, form a specinlly care-
ful class of mariners, who realize fully the peril
they run in putting one of their number 6n
board an imcoming steamship. In this man-
@uvre, it seems, the pilot-boat drops ita yawl
containing the pilot to be put on board, and
then cuts across the bows of the steamship,
which by this time should have nearly stopped
moving, in order to take up the yawl, which
drifts astern. In this accident, the pilot-boat,
instead of getting safely across the Aluska's
bows, ran into her, or was run over by her.
Then the yawl floated agninst the great vessel's
side, and was capsized. Thus it was o double
accident, and no one belonging to the pilot-boat
is living to tell the tale. But it is plain encugh
that if the Alaska was going as slowly ns she
onght to have been, the unfortunate commander
of the pilot-boat made a fatal mistake in caleu-
lation, which none of his cluss has been guilty
of before in many years.

MR. PECKHAM'S OPPORTUNITY.

We lately took occasion, in common with the
press of the whole city, irrespective of political
character, to point out to Governor Cleveland
the splendid opportunity he had of gratifying
the public demand which Tue TRIBUNE has
frequently presented, that the District-Attor-
ney’s office be taken absolutely out of politics,
He has undoubtedly given general sutisfaction
in his appointment of Wheeler II. Peckham as
District-Attorney in place of the late Mr,
McKeon. Mr. Peckham is a man of ability long
wince rocognized and approved. He is not iden-
tified with local factions, His personal char-
acter is such as to justify the belief that his
office will no longer be run in the interest of
gamblers, lottery and policy swindlers or vio-
Intors of the Exeise lnws, and that it will not be
longer under the domination either of Dem-
ocratic fuctionista, Centre-st. shyster lawyers
or personal favorites.

Now comes Mr, Peckham's opportunity. He
doubtless knows—at auy rate he ought to learn,
and can learn by proper ingquiry—that the
severe strictures upon his predecessor pro-
pounced from the bench and by the press gen-
erally, were divected really against the acts of
some of Mr. McKeon's assistants, It was re-
cognized at the time, and excuses were made
for the head of the office on that ground. Pur-
guing hisingniries, Mr. Peckham will learn that
the publie distrust of the ability and character
of some of these nssistants still continues, and
is not likely to be removed solely hecanse there
is restored confidence in the chief of the office.
Mr. Peckham mnst recognize this if he desires
snceess,  To attam at in the brief term allotted
to him before another eleetion he minst Jook
forward to early changes, and to the selection
of nids possessing both  ability anil charneter.
Without such improvement in Jhe staff, publie
faith in the efficiency of the District-Attorney's
office can never be fully  estabished. Thaut is
Mr., Peckham's opportunity.

SPEAKERS OF TW0 HOUSES.

The simultaneons chotce of Speakers for the
House of Representatives and the British Com-
mons affords a striking contrast In constitutional
methods, Mr. Carlisle having received a cau-
cus nomination secures the full vote of Lis party
and obtains a political office of enormous
power. Inthe appointment of standing eom-
mittees and in the general direetion of the bosi-
ness of the House he will administer that office
in the interest of the party which has clectod
hime. This was formerly the practice of the
British Commons, the election of s Speaker
being the first formal trial of st ngth between
political partics aftera general election. In
1574, however, the Conservatiyve party changed
the precedent by retaining in office Mr. Brand,
who had been appointed  Speaker by the op-
posite party after a long period of  servies as
& whip,” Being reappointed in 1850, he Tuss
survived several changes of administration.
1'pon his voluntary retivement, the oftice, which
may fairly be said to have ceased to bea po-
litieal one, is offered to My, Guschen by the
Ministry upon their own respousibility. It is
practically a Cabinet anpointment, although the
Commons will be expected to register in soine
formal way Mr. Gladstone's decisxion.

Mr. Goschen, unlike Mr. Carlisle, may be de-
geribed as uncertain in his political views,
Like Mr. Brand, he isa Mode ate Whig, who
hns more in eommon with the old fashioned
Conservatives on the other side than with the
Advanced seetion of his own party, Acknowl-
edged to be, with the exeeption of Mr. Gladstone,
the ablest aud most originnl finaneier in Eng-
laud, he would have been Chancellor of the Ex-
chequer in the preseot Cabinet if he had been
able to overcome his projudies agninst the ex-
tension of the Connty Franchise, Mr. Glad-
stone, forced to find employment for Mm outside
the Cubinet, sent him to Constuntinople ns
Specinl Ambassador,  In the Egyptian debates
he gove the Government nowerful support, aud
contributed largely to the snceess of the exper-
iment of legiglative committees at  the List ses
sion. His attitude toward County Sullrage,
which will probably be the main question of
the approaching session, rendered his position
on the Liberal benclies an embarrassing one,
Accordingly Le las tuken refuge in the Speak
ership, an office for which he hus speciul quali-
fications by virtue of his foree of character, his
intellectual netivity and his parliamentary ex-
perience, Mr. Gosehien is not a loyal, progressive
Liberal, whose sympathies will be exeitod by
the legislative measnres of the party in power,
On the contrary, he s a faint-hearted Whig,
who if he followed his political instinets would
vote with the Conservatives against County
Franchise and  other Libernl reflorms. 1 the
Speakership had not eeased to be a politieal
oftice, so singular a sclection could not  have
been made.

Mr. Carlisle, like a great majority of his col-
leagues in the American Honse, was edneated
for the bar.
than any other member of the Commons the
moneyed classes of English society.  Elected
originally from the City of London, he has
remained one of the most trusted sorvants of
the great finaneial corporations of the metrop-
olis, Beven years ago ho went to Egypt as the
agent of the English bondholders, amd intro-
duced that specious system of finaneial control
which subsequently became the political and
diplomatic instrument of two jealous nations.
He stunds to-day for Lombard Street, the bank-
ing interest and capitalists generally. He has
muny of the qualities of mind and judgment
which distingiiished Lord Overstone, the real
author of Sir Robert Peel's Bank Charter Act,
who died a fortnight ago at an advanced age,
in almost every English obituary of this mill-
jounaire banker regret is expressed that he
should kave been so few years in Parlinment
and not have takena larger part in political
life. Men of that class are valued in the Com-
mons as possessing quulities that are pre-emi-

nently useful in the conduct of government. In
Washington they are not held io as high esteem.
Mr. McCulloch was an adirably-equipped
Secretary of the Treasury, and Mr. E. G.
Spaulding was one of the most sagacious mem-
bers of the Honse during the Civil War; but or-
dinarily the bankers remain in the background
and the lawyers have the Treasury aud the
halls of legislation to themselves,

Mr. Carlisle was nominated ns a tariff re-
former, He was supported by that section of
the Democratic party which has grown tired of
Mr. Randall’s policy of keeping quiet and let-
ting industry alone. e was the cholce of the
free traders, the © bold gpirits,” the men who
refuse to bo afraid of their platform ; and
from all that conservative wing of the party
which is found north of the Potomae and east
of the Alleghanies he reccived in the eancns
only one vote, It is useless to deny the signifi-
cance of his eleetion. It means that the De-
mocraey has passed undor the control of the hot-
heads, and that our * business interests” are
not to be consulted uny further.

by the feeling that his eleotion means the
triumph of Free Trade ; he has discovered that
the Democrats have thrown off the mask too
goon, and now he wants to put it on again until
after the Presidential election. This cunning
trick will not serve. His election means Free
Trade and everybody knows it.

Cautious Democrats have already taken
alarm.  The Sun does not hesitate to eall the
choice of Mr. Carlisle & misfortune, and only
hopes that it may be repaired by the pradent
behavior of Congress. The World is frantically
argning that Mr. Carlisle can do no harm
because the Republican President and Senate
will not let him, and is begzing the victorious
faction not to make a disturbanee yet, beeanse
free trade is * an abstraction,” and, * underexist-
ing cireumstances, an absurdity.” My Cox sprang
to his feet when the result. was annonnced, and
prayed the majority not to do anything rash till
after the election ; and he is now sitting on the
safety-valve, erying, * Remember that cighty-
four depends upon our wisdom and diseretion,”
Whatever muy be the state of feeling at the
Sonth, the cholce for Speaker seems o b re-
ceived by the Demoeracy of this region with
anything but elation.

The Democracy of this region will have to o
most of the fighting next year, amd its misgiv-
ings are well fonnded. That the vietorions
faction should keep quiet fora whaole year,
cover np ite designs, and adopt the poliey of the
fuetion it has jnst defeated in an animated
struggle, isin the last degree unnatural.

LOTTERIES AND THE MAILS,

Postmaster-General Gresham’s veport makes
A gratilying showing of the lirm attitude of
the Department townrid the lottery  eompanies,
He is persevering in the which ho
adopted soon atter taking his plice—a policy
which was begun under Postimaster-General
Koy and suspended by litigation, but not re-
vived as soon, apparently, as it might havo
been.  Judge Gresham is not to be bulked be-
canae the Louisinna Lottery Company has suc-
eceeded in inducing o National bank, organized
under the laws of the United States, to becomo
its accomplice in the habitaal violation of the
law, He takes the true view with regand to the
claim that a lottery cannot be  considered
“ fraudulent " if it be organized under Stuto
law and is condoeted according to its require-
ments.  This ia much like insisting that a gam-
bling house shall not be suppressed it the
games are fairly played, The United States
has undertaken to closo the mails ngainst lot-
teries, and it cannot allow a State to unllify its
lnw. Ax Judge Gresham well  says: * State
# laws cannol clunge the inherent charneter of
“o lottery nor vender that mode of gambling
“less injurions to the public morals, nor en-
“eitle its aldersand abettors to use the mails
e nomeans of promoting an enterprise which
“pearly overy Btate iu the Union prohibits as

4 criminal and the moral sense of the Nation
% condemns.”

Two recommendations he makes shonld be
heeded by Congress, The existing statutes
ngainst lotteries present an inconsistency which
must be remedied, The word “illegal” has
been dropped from the section forbidding the
carrying of letters concerning “jllegal lot-
teries,” thus making all lotteries alike before
the law. Butin tho sections forbidding the
delivery of registered letters and the payment
of money orders to * fraudulent lotterles,” the
qualifying word still remains, being the only
leg the attorneys of the State lotteries have to
gtand on. The Postmaster-General recom-
mends that' the word be eliminated, and also
that the laws excluding lottery letters from the
mails, and punishing persons who mail them,
be extended to newspapers conlaining lottery
advertisements,

THE GOVERNMENT AND THE TELEGRAPH,

The Postmaster-Genoral agrees with the
President of the Western Union Telegraph
Company in deprecating a Government tele-
graph, but they difter squarely upon the right
of the Government to operate the telegraph as
a part of the postal service of the country.
Here, it must be said, the Postmaster-General
seems to have the best of the argument. The
reasons oftered by Dr, Norvin Green in his re-
cent article against this right seem narrow
and technieal. He argued that the Governmont
conld at most only hire the transmission of mes-
sagea taken at and delivered from the post-offices,
because it never carrfes the mails itself, bug
alwanys hires others to do so. This is done as a
matter of busincss convenience. The right to
hire mail conches, for example, would imply the
right to own them. The Government did once
own o line of mail coaches between Baltimore
and Philadelphin,  Neither is it conclusive to
say that the telegraph is not a postal service be-
eanso it does not transport scaled packages or
original communications. Becreoy is not an es-
sentinl feature of all postal business, The
postal card is not secret and the newspaper is
not sealed,

The idea of the postal service is the inter-
change of information, which shall be made
ns rapid as possible, and which shall be under
the seal of scereoy  when so desired but if the
progress of seienco renders it possible to make
intercommuniention far mors rapid, it secms
strange to be told that the Government conld
not, if it chiose, improve its postal service in this
way, because the element of secreecy was lncking
in this branch of it. The Postmaster-General
reaches the conclusion, which scems in thor-
ongh accord with the spirit of the nge, that
“ Congress has the constitutional power to avail
sitself of all the facilities devised by the -
syentive gening of modern times for trans-
itling messages amd mtelligence,” This isthe
view of the Supreme Court, a8 well as of the
committees  of  several Judge
Gresham, therefore, holds that the Govermment
has the right either to take the existing lines,
for which hie insists full compensation shonld be
made, or to huild new  lines, in which ense he is
of the opinion that Congress could prohibit
competition, just as it has alveady prohibited
competition in careying letters, Dot he with-
holds his approval from any plan of a Govern-
went telegraph, on the gronnd that an enor-
mous expense would be incurred, a lurge in-
crease in the Civil Servieo would he necessary,
and the telegraph would be, practically, in the
hanids of the party in power,

It needs no argument to prove that New-York,
and the dealors in petrolenm who operate in New-
York, would be better off with only one Oil Ex-
change instend of two. Now there are two rival
Boards, and each has twice increased its member-
ship within a year. Concentration of orders and
dealings in one Exchange would make the strongest
and most influential body in the conntry ; but now,
New-York orders being divided between two rival
bodies, many strong operators send to Oil City
when they wish to influence the market. At last
both Exchanges in this city have appointed s com-
mittes to consult as to terms of union, and the desire
of the substantial members of both Exchanges I8
that the subject should be carefully consdered.
Union of the two would make a strong body whose
dealings wonld control the oil business in this
country. The banks which loan money on oil cer-
tifieates have an interest in bringing the control of
the business to this city. As matters now stand,
both of the New-York Exchanges wait for quota-
tions from Oil City and are governed by them,
With a consolidstion here, the business wonld
properly look to New-York as its controlling centre.

Mr. Hendricks {s reported as saying that he re-
gards Mr, Blaine’s letter on the reserve as “an
adroit move on his part to make the tariff and in-
ternal rovenue systems leading questions in the
next campaign.” Yes indeed—it is a sinister plot,
this of Mr. Blaine’s, and we rejoics to see Mr.

CANALS AND  Ratnroans,—The canals havas
elosed, with very sutisfactory results for the season
to the bostmen, inainly becanse of the large increase
in tonnuge. The number of boats cleared from
Buftalo was only 225 larger than in 1582, but the
shipments from that point inelnded 12,025,324
bshels more grain, and in other respects the aboll-
tion of tolls las brought incroased business to the
canals, The question has another side, however ;
the tailronds have hal o good deal of freight
diverted from thom, and the publio has not thus
fur obtained lower rates than before the abolition
of tolls, The practical resnlt is that a part of the
profits of the railroads have been transferred to the
eanal boatmen, in order to keep alive cansl compe-
tition 4 & restraint upon railroad charges in the
future, Mennwhile tho people pay the cost of keep-
ing tho canala in order.

Caxapiay Corrox Maxveacrre,~Cotton man-
wineturing in Canada seems to be prospering.  The
secretary of the Board of Trado estunates the value
of the products for 1853 at $10,400,000, and an
agent of the cotton mauufacturers recently stated
inn oireular that it was $10.200,000. But the
oficial trade returns show that tho valus of all
cotton lmported was only §2,286,634, It is io-

Aveording to the report the distillorics of thut
Btate produced 32,000,000 gallous in 1852, and
thus so complately glutted the market that only
6,000,000 gallons have boen made this year. The
theorv is that the dewaod culls for about
